COURTS RECEIVE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE ON PLOT 

V Santo Domingo Radio Comercial In Spanish 1030 GMT 1 Deoember 1965 — C 

(Excerpt) The attorney general of the republic stated yesterday that the courts 
have received the denunciation made by the President of the Republic about the 
existence of a terrorist plan. He pointed out that he has been informed by 
District Attorney Daniel Octavio (?Anioovais) that a person has been arrested 
in Santiago de Ids Caballeros as a result of the Investigations underway. 

The attorney general said that the name of the arrested person could not be 
released in order not to obstruct the investigations. He added that the invest i- 
. gations are also aimed at determining if the actions reported by the provisional 
president are linked to the unsuccessful Santiago de los Caballeros insurrectional 
movement. He pointed out that the sentence prescribed by the Supreme Court of 
Justice on 26 November also applies to other persons who, might be arrested if their 
connection with the Santiago events is verified. 

District Attorney's Statement

(Excerpts) After the plot was discovered in Santiago and after its' heads were 
arrested, we received orders from our superiors to arrest persons presumably 
implicated In the coup d'etat. According to the law, we arrested several persons 
who presumably were implicated in the plot. The prisoners were turned over to 
the Barahona District examining court. According to reports, the order to release 
the prisoners came from that court. 

It has been said that there was no military pressure behind the freeing of the 
prisoners. I may say, however, that on that day, an unusually large group of 
military men were seen in the Palace of Justice. I can affirm that several 
Dominican air force officers, including the commanding officer of the (name 
Indistinct) air base, visited my office. I cannot explain the reason for- their 
visit due to circumstances which you may readily understand.

(Excerpt) A judicial source reported that the persons arrested in connection with 
the Santiago de los Caballeros unsuccessful subversive plot were transferred this 
morning to La Victoria national penitentiary. This group, which Includes appro- 
ximately 47 persons, had been jailed at the National Police Headquarters since they 
were arrested. These persons will be tried by a national district trial court and 
charged with criminal actions against state internal security.
